TIIK LEGAL DEADLOCK. '. 

We have read with interest recent 
letters on tbe logal deadlock and it ap- 
pears to us tbat almost all the corres- 
pondents wish the judges -.to.ido that 
which may bo expedieut, btrf wWch is 
not-the law. • :.They carefully i^jnore the 
words' of tbb Act^ which are as follows: 
^'The lieut. -governor may, from time to 
time by order-in-council, makes rules to 
be stfled rules of court for. carrying 
this Act into eflFect anaipartidiilarly.for 
tbe following matters.?© Hero the 
powiSrto make the rules issiveatedi'in 
the executive, and the judges as repre 
senting law and not expediency say, 
"give ua the rules und we will carry 
them outj" but the liout.-governor-in- 
council replies, "No; there,;; are^^sorae 
rules in force in England-^CnVratJior 
there were rules in force .therp..in;:Np- 
verobe'r.r 1877. ." Find "out ~ whatrthejr 
are and adopt them to your 'wants.'' 
The judges have frequently been accus- 
ed, whether rightly or not, of deciding 
cases contrary to law; and now because 
they decide strictly according to law 
thev are called to account for not con- 
sidering whether their views are ex- 
pedient or not. It is said by some 
that the court is the judge of its own 
procedure. This may be true as far 
as regards matters outside of rules of 
court; but tho court has no longer 
power toimake rules of court. That it 
.ought to'be iiie j'ud|o of its own pro- 
"cedure few will disjjute, and tho public 
have a right to call upon tho. governor 
in-council to jnit an ond to this 
disastrous btato of affidrs. T\vo of the 
jiidges havo considered and decided tho 
mattei: and i their judgments .ftces , law 
heiTunWr 'revised. "If the "attomey- 
(general tbink.s the law bad he can take 
tlTe matter to tho Supremo Court in 
Canada, liufc if ho has the interests of 
-the people in this piovinco at heart he 
will at once relieve us of tho incubus 
he has iinposed..oa .u.8r-\Y|iich,J[io can 
easily 'do. •*'''j^.*I7ayfuan" seems to think 
it-is'the duty of tlie judges to make 

'up for tlie dfBciencies of the Icgiskture 
— u notion which we should hesitate 
to endorse. Judge-mado law is gen- 
erilly the reverse, of the intentions of 

"thojiopular assorably, ,' and^ as far as 
possible "'■'tlie 'judges'; should' "confine 
themselves to interpreting the crude 
and often contradictory efibrts of our 
local lawmaktirs — when such efforts can 
bo interpreted. We believe that the 

■ legislation of this province would have 
been more satisfactory and more prac- 
tical ifour nominnl biBa'd did riot dabble 
in " lawmaking. The law throws the 

duty of making rules upon tho executive 

and the law must bo obeyed. 

'AMERICAN CATTLE ENG- 

..; land. 

'■'■■!Au' important intprview recently 
took place in England bstwecn a depu- 
tation consisting of representatives of 
33 cities and towns iu the North,, and, 
delegates from the ..butcheir,'aud cattle 
trade, .§a^]|Earlv.§?ElfO|R,. President of 
the Council, in reference to tho restric- 
tions upon the imj)ortation of American 
cattle. Tho deputation, which was in- 
troduced by Mr. Jacob Bright, M. P., 
stated that they " believed that those 
restrictions limited the quantity and 
deteribrl ii^ed 'thie quilily of 'this "irapor- ■ 
TSnE^icle^'f fopd:'r;nt'' wW 
that-thera were not sufficient cattle in 
the coantry to fend tho jjeoplc; and that 
the number was fast decreasing. The 
deorease of horned cattle , in 1879 as 
compared with 1875, amounted to 
155,668, . and the .falling -tofT in the 
number of sheep in the- same period 
was 1,010,358. The imposition of the 
restrictions on American cattle, requir- 
ing them to bo slaughtered at the port 
of landing, caused a falling oS in tho 
total importation of sheep and cattle 
last year to 2,986,1351, as against 3,- 
043,091 the vear, previous. This pro- 
vision caused a vast amount of waste 
and the -loss. of tho offal.,' Out. of 76,- 
000 beasts imijorted from America in 
1879 only 137 were said to be infected 
with pleuro-pneumonia, .and 68,000 
came over in boats inr-whioh';iio disease 
was found. Tlie ' Xondoa 
says that the ' roStriction practically 
adds a penny per po'uud to 'the. price of 
beef, which means that tho consumer 
sustnin.s ii total loss of about .£16,000,- 
000 a year. Earl Spencer's reply did 
not-givo tlie doputatibu much encour- 
agemeiit' to hope for a change.

EUROPE. 
LoxDON, Aug. 12. — Great alarm and 
agitation are said to prevail in tho 
vicinity i of , Now Ross, Ireland, on 
account bf.tbe^myst^gj and^ evidences 
of organizdition'surrotihdirig the Body 
outrage. Tho disguises of the perpe- 
trators wore so perfect thift identifica- 
tion is unlikely. Llarkcd attention 
has been drawn to the fact that tho 
weapons abandoned by the murderers 
are Eafiold rifles .bearing ..thefc'jgpycrn- 
ment brand. 

In the House of CJommons to day Sir 
Staffo^;d Northcote called attention to 
the New Ross outrage and stated that 
tho guns used were long Enfield riflea 
with bayonets. Mr. Forater, chief 
86oreto}7i,fpr;I?^eland,^^ said that tho late 
governtnent 'had 'ordered tho sale of 
sorao Enfield riflos, but the present has 
stopped their sales. Tho Jrish Times 
of Dublin asks bow many .such rifles 
are in tho hand.s of the people and 
urges upon magistrates tbe necessity 
ofiinquiring how they came ia. their 
pbssessidn.' It 13 rumored that 1400 
Enfield rifles have been sent from Dub- 
lin to various parts of tho country 
within the last few months. 

The Cork Comtitulion says: Tho 
present state of the western part of 
Limerick is very- much disturbed. Il- 
legal drilling is extensively carried on, 
and Fenianism is' again beginning to 
feel its way. A largo! number of well- 
known Fenian orais.saries are, working 
up a movement and exciting the peas- 
antry to rebellion. 

The Truth says: Private lottcr.s 
from tho West of Ireland depict the 
condition of that part of the country 
in glowing colors; speak of largo quan- 
tities of arms smuggled into the cabins 
of small tenants, of secret drilling on 
the hillsides; of the apparition of mys- 
terious strangers from America, and of 
tbe latest miracle at Knock, wlicre the 
vision of St, Patrick appeared to tho 
peasantry and. tbid them to jmy no 
rents. 

Dublin, Aug. 12. — The Marquis of 
Waterford 1ms received n letter warn- 
ing him against attending tho Royal 
Agricultural Society's show saying that 
if he did 80 he \vquld «be shot.

Emperor Francis 
Joseph wore a Prussian uniform, and 
Emperor', '^^illiam woiro. an Austrian 
uniform. Xt.'a; banquet at the im- 
perial palace last evening, the enjpress 
of Austria joined tho two emperors. 
The guests included Prince Mikand, 
the prince of Eeuss, and the German 
ambassador to Austria. In the even- 
ing, the emperors, visited thb.. theatre. 
Vienna journals interpret the meeting 
of the emperors-as- an evidence of the 
cohsolidatibn^bf-tbe Austro-Gerraan al- 
liance, and as a sign of the mainten- 
ance of peace. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 12, — The dis- 
turbed •'an.^'.l'^uhTOtisfactory state of 
Caucasus'- is "seriously occupying the 
minds of the Russian central authori- 
ties. The terrible destitution into 
which tho greater part of the country 
has been plunged by the acute famine 
which .began hist autumn, renders it 
probabte;:that„,Hhe.'' revenue, of those 
provinces will imfdly pay the expenses 
of collection.

Tho Chinese minister at Wnsliington 
has given formal notificition to Secvotary 
Evarts of tho decision of his govei-nineut 
to extend tho commercial activity of the 
empire hy revoking tlio ancient decree 
pronibiting snbjects from engaging^ in 
commercial relations with foreign pcrts, 
and that in future tho greatest latitude 
will be accorded Chinese merclmiits wlio 
may desire to engage in foreign trade. 
Nearly nine-tenths of the commerce of 
China is earned by American and Eiiro- 
poan houses and ships on Chinese ac- 
count. By relea.sing Ciiineso merchants 
from restrictions and tho penalties of tli<s 
imperial decree liitherto in vogue, and 
compelling them to use foreign houses as 
intermediaries between tho authorities at 
Pekin and native nierchanis at treaty 
ports, tliis enormous trade will at once 
fall exclusively into native hands and will 
break up tho lucrative commercial opera- 
tions of foreign hou.sc.'i. In this connec- 
tion it is stated that tlie Ho Chung, a 
Clydobuilt ' steamship, owned and ck- 
clusivelyjmannod by Cliincsu, is on tho 
way toySan Franoisco. Sho is tlie ad- 
vanca't'cssel of a new Chinese lino to bo 
esfAPiishcd between San Francisco and 
^Hongkong. It seems to bo pretty gen- 
orally'' admitted that the Chinese line 
Would be likely to take tlio lion's share of 
tho business and drive out competitors, 
as has been already done in tlie coasting 
trade of China.

The Auslr-alian papor.s bring ua de- 
tails of the capture of the Kelly gang, 
who for two years had terrorized the 
great colon}- of ^''ictoria, and eluded 
successfully every eflbrt to captiire 
them. Tho gang comprised four young 
men — named Ned Kelly (the leader) 
Dan Kelly, his brother, Joseph Byrno 
and Stephen Ifart. On one occasion 
four constables were sent to arrest 
them, when three of the oflicei's wero 
murdered and their bodies robbed of 
clothes and valuables. Tiio desperadoes 
wore in the habit o£ taking possession 
of small towns, handcuffing tho police 
and robbing the bank.s. Horsestealing 
was a favorite pastime, and they have 
been known to take posses.sion of a 
wayside inn and .seize the guests as fast 
as they arrivetl and confine them in a 
room for three or four days..;'vy.liile a 
part of tho gang committed other'" do-' 
predatioms. Their last crime previous 
to their destruction was to compel a 
traveler to knock at tho . door of a for- 
mer confederate, whom they suspected 
of a design to betray thom, and when 
the marked man came to the door, shot 
hini deacli' ' WKohiltTie news of this last 
outrage reached Melbourne a strong 
force of police (accompanied by rejjort- 
ers of the press) wore dispatched by 
special train to Glonrowan, where the 
robbers had taken possession of Jones' 
Hotel and held tho'local policoman and 
25 others captives. Barely 14 miles of 
the journey had been travelled, when 
the driver of the "special" observed 
the jiilot-ongine returning, and the 
train was speedily brought to a stand- 
still. The stoppage occurred at a pad- 
dock about a mile and a quarter from 
tho township of Glenrowan, and the 
passengers by the train were startled 
by tho intelligence that the line of rails 
had been torn up beyond Glenrowan, 
and that the outlaws, whom tho party 
was expecting to find at a spot 40 miles 
distant, wero" waiting for the train in 
amb'uslh "*When'*the''^surprising news 
was received. Superintendent Hare or- 
dered his men to be in readiness, and 
having had all the lights in tho train 
extinguished, went into tho Glenrowan 
station. It subsequently transpired 
that the schbblmaster at Glenrowan— 
Mr, Thomas Curnow — had heard "of 
and frustrated tho bold attempt of tho 
gang. Knowing that the lino had been 
pulled, he proceeded along tho lino to 
stop the train. Kindling a light bo- 
hind a red handkerchief he improvised 
a danger ,BignaI,TwhicKi'fortttnatbly at- 
tracted the attention of tho driver of 
tho pilot-engine, and ho in turn stopped 
the train that was coming on behind. 
Mr. Gurnow then informed the police 
of the presence of the > outlaws in the 
neighborhood. . .- ; - >. - . 
"'■N"o sooner iiad,th.e^£rain reached the 
station than Constabfe Bracken rushed 
on to tho platform, wild with excite- 
ment, stating that he had just escaped 
from the KcUys, and that they wero at 
that moment in pos.session of Jones' 
public house, about a hundred yards 
from the station. Superintendent Hare 
with his men, and Sub-inspectorO'Con- 
nor with his black trackers, at once 
advanced on the hotel. They found it 
to be a small wooden building of one 
story, containing four rooms and a 
kitchen. As they approached tho houso 
a volley was fired on them by the gang 
from the front verandah, and for some 
time there was nothtug to bo seen or 
heard but an unceasing succession of 
flashes and reports. Superintendent 
Hare had been, soon after his arrival, 
shot through the wrist, receiving a se- 
vere wound. He was compelled to 
retire for a time to have his wounds 
dressed. In his absence Inspector 
O'Connor and Senior-constable Kelly 
directed the police, and kept up a con- 
stlnt'fire on tho bushrangers in the 
doomed hotel. The first victim of the 
afTray was a son of tho landlady, Mrs. 
Jones, who \yas shot in the back, and 
a£ter,war^8;,died from the ofTects of the 
wound.'; tThe attacking party main- 
tained the stato of siege until daybreak 
when police reinforcpments arrived 
from Benalla, Beechworth, and Wan- 
;aratta. Superintendent Sadlier came 
from Benalla with nine more men, and 
Sergeant Steele, of Wanganitta, with 
six, thus augmenting tho besieging 
force to about 30 men. 

Beforo daylight Senior-constable 
Kelly found a revolving rifle and a 
cap lying in tho bush, about 100 yards 
from the hotel. Tlie rifle was covered 
with blood, and pool"' of blood lay 
near it. This was evidently tho pro- 
perty of one of the bushrangers, and a 
suspicion therefore arose that s'ome of 
them had escaped. The weapon prov- 
«d to have been that of Edward Kelly, 
tho leader of xhe gang, who was found 
to have escaped from tbe hotel. He 
soon attracted tho attention of the 
police himself by firing boldly at thom 
as they were besieging the hotel; ' They 
immediately turned on their new as- 
sailant, and fired a succession of shots 
at him, but all with no effect. Kelly 
walked about receiving tho fire of the 
police with the coolest indifference. 
He seemed completely buUet-proof,''and 
at length it occurred to Sergeant Steele, 
who was firing at him, that tho fellow 
was encased in mail and that his Tegs 
might possibly prove tho only vulner- 
able parts. His impressions were cor- 
rect, and directing his aim at tho out- 
law's legs,\ he ' brought him to the 
ground with the cry, "I am done — 1 
am done." Steele rushed up along 
with'Senibr-'conBtable Kelly and others. 
The outlaw howled like a wild beast 
brouf>ht to bay, and swore at tho police. 
Ho was first seized by Steele, and as 
that officer grappled with him he fired 
off another charge from his revolver. 
This shot was evidently- intended - for 
Steele, but ; frpin th'e|^niart , way .id 
wLioh' he'Becured the murderer tlie sef- 
^eat)t escspecl. EKelly.ibecaiae ^aduall^> 



quiet, and it was :;oou found that he 
had been utterly disablnl. Ho had 
been shot in the left foot, l^fc leg, 
right hand, left arm, and twice in tho 
region of the groin. But no bullet had 
penetrated his annouv. Having been 
divested of his armour ho was carried 
down to the railv.-ay station. 

An examination of the armour worn 
by Edward Kell^- and by lii.H three 
comrades showed it to have been of a 
most substantial character. It wa.s 
made,of iron a quarter of an inch 
thicki'and consisted of a long breast- 
plate, shoulder-plates,- back-guard, and 
helmet, Tho liQlmet resembled a nail- 
can without a crown, and with a long 
slit at tho elevation of the eyes to look 
through. All these articles are believ- 
ed to have been mado by two men, 
one living near iivoAa, and the other 
near O.'cley. Tho iron was procured 
by tho larceny ot ploughslmrcH, and 
larcenies of tlii,^ kind having been 
rather frequent of late in llio Kelly 
district the police had begun to .su.spcct 
that the gang were preparing foraction. 
Ned Kelly's armor alone weighed 97 
lb., and those who saw it ceased tc 
Wonder at the singular immunity from 
injury which tho desperado enjoyed 
during the greater part of his encoun- 
ter with tho police. 

Having captured the leader of (he 
gang, tho police again turned their at- 
tention^ to,the hotel. The siege having 
been cdhtmue'd^for*' 12'' hours without 
effect, it was determined that a de- 
cisive step should bo taken, Sujicr- 
intendent Sadleir, who was in control 
of the police at the time, directml his 
men to set fire to the building. Prior 
to tho execution of this order an 
extraordinary scone was witnessed. 
It is thus described in a narrative of 
an eyewitness that appeared in T/ie. 
Australasia)), whb in speaking of the 
final warning that was given to tho 
gang and and all others within tho 
inn,.says :-T-"I don't kaow whoiit was 
callod-.oul, but the.se were the words, 
"AH those inside there had better sur- 
render at once ; we will give you 1 
minutes to do .so ; after that time wo 
shall fire volleys into the house." In- 
stantly a white handkerchief was seen 
to wave from the doorway, and at the 
same mo'rnent'sonie 25 persons rushed 
out towards the police line with their 
hands held high up above their heads. 
They rushed towards us, crying out in 
piteous accents "Don't lire ! For God's 
sake, don't shoot us; don't, pray don'tl" 
They wer^ ordered to lie down, which 
they obeyed at once, all falling flat on 
their stomachs, with their hands still in 
the air. It was a remarkable scene, 
and the faces of the poor fellows were 
blanched with fear, and some of them 
looked as if they wero out of .their 
minda The police passed them one 
by one, in case any of the outlaws 
should bo.amongat the crowd." At 10 
minutes to 3 tho final volley was fired 
into tho hotel, and under its cover 
Senior-constable Johnson, of "Violet 
Town, ran up to the houso with a burn- 
ing bundle of straw, and applied it to 
the floor, All eyes wore for a time 
fixed on the building; the,,Gircle, of bo- 
siegers closed in on it, and watched 
anxiously for the result of tho senior- 
constable's exploit. Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Skillian, a sister of the Kellys, and one 
of their most active confederates, had 
arrived on the scene, and rushed to tho 
hotel, with the intention, it is believed, 
of urging the -"outlaws to'' aTdrt the 
terrible fate that was in store for them, 
but tho police stopped her. The hotel 
was soon a massof flames, still the gang 
made no signs either of surrendering 
or of attempting to escape. While 
the houso was burning a Roman Catho- 
lic priest, tho 'Very Rev. M.. Gibncy, 
of Perth, Western Australia, walked 
up to the front door, and at gieat risk 
entered the building. In one of the 
rooms ho saw two dead bodies 
lying side by side. They wore 
tljose o£ Daniel Kelly and Stephen 
Haft.' '"Whether the two outlaws killed 
one another or committed suicide, or 
whether they were mortally wounded, 
and fell side by side, has been tho sub- 
ject of many conflicting conjectures. 
All that is certain is that they died bo 
fore the- i flames , reached •}them;j | The 
priest had ibarely time to exainiSae 'the 
bodies before the fire forced him to 
leave tho house. It was not long be- 
fore the building becamo a heap of 
ruins. All that was loft of tlic inn was 
the lamp post and signboard. Among 
the embers were found the two bodies, 
charred beyond recognition. Tbey 
presented a horrible spectacle, nothing 
but tho trunks and skulls being left, 
and theso almost burned to a cinder. 
The armour of which the outlaws had 
recently divested themselves was found 
by their side. There appeared to bo 
nothing to lead to the positive identifi- 
cation of the'bodies,' excepting' the dis- 
covery of the armour near them and 
tho positive knowledge that they wero 
within the inn. Byrne's body way 
found in tho entrance to the bar-room. 
It also presented a dreadful appearance. 
It looked as if it had been ill-nourish- 
ed. The thin face" W!f5\ black with 
smoke, anS 'tHe"arml were b'enk'at right 
angles at the elbows, the stiflened joints 
below the elbows standing erect. The 
body was quite stiff, and its appearance 
and the position in which it wuh- found 
corroborated the statement that Byrne 
died early in the day ot the siege. He 
is said to have received the fatal 
wound, which was in the groin, while 
drinking a glass of whiskey at the imr. 
Ho had a ring on his right hand which 
had belonged to Constable Scanlan, 
who was murdered by the gang on tho 
Wombat Ranges. In an outhouse im- 
mediately behind the main building 
was found the body of Martin Cherry, 
■ari^oIHrnahrem ployed as a platelayer 
on the railway. He had been impri- 
soned by the Kellys, and while confin- 
ed in the hotel was mortally wounded. 
It was at first supposed that he was 
accidentally shot by the poKce, but 
later information tends to tho .suspi- 
qiori ;that he w,aa, deliberately shot by
